Various terms applicable to Iris used throughout this catalog 
may be defined as follows: 


Amoena (Pleasing) : White or tinted white standards with col- 
ored falls. 


Plicata (Pleated): Stitched or stippled margin color on white 
background. 


Variegata: Yellow or near yellow standards with deeper falls 
which may be either veined or solid tones of brown or purple. 


Blend: Combination of two or more colors; one always being 
yellow. 


Bicolor (Two Colors): Light or medium standards and deeper 
contrasting falls. 


Bitone: Two tones of the same color. 
Self: An Iris of uniform color. 
Texture: Shc-en or finish of the petals. 


Substance: Thickness of petals.

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IRIS PLANTING AND 


TIME TO PLANT 


Iris rhizomes should be planted from July until late in the fall. 
We do not recommend that you plant in the extreme heat but 
if it is necessary to do so they should be kept moist and the 
soil loose. If your winters are cold we suggest an early plant- 
ing to enable the feeder roots to become well established. 


HOW TO PLANT 


Plant your Iris as soon as received. If you are unable to plant 
immediately open your package and spread the roots in a cool 
place and keep them dry. In light soils plant the rhizomes 
just under the surface of the ground in a hole large enough 
to allow the full spread of the roots. The top of the new Iris 
should be just above the level of the ground and in case of 
very light sandy soils you should plant slightly deeper. At the 
time of planting be sure your soil is damp and pack it firmly 
around the plant. 


WHERE TO PLANT 


Select a sunny well drained location where the soil is light 
and easy to work. Be sure that there is no water standing 
around your new plant as this will cause rot. Iris should have 
a minimum of a half day of sunshine. 


PLANTING DISTANCE 


If you have plenty of room in your garden you may space your 
plants as far as two feet apart although a mass effect will be 
given if they are planted closer. In some cases they are planted 
as close as 10 inches but it is necessary to separate them 
oftener. 


HOW TO CULTIVATE 


As your new plant is planted very close to the top of the 
ground you should cultivate very shallowly in order not to dis- 
turb the feeder roots. Clean cultivation is essential as the 
rhizome likes sunlight. Therefore, keep all dead leaves and 
foreign matter away from the plant. 


HOW TO WATER 


It is very difficult to set a hard and fast rule that will govern 
the watering of Iris in all parts of the country. As soon as you 
have planted your new Iris it should be watered and kept damp 
until the root system is established. Iris does not require a 
great amount of water, but should be cultivated soon after 
watering to prevent the ground from caking. 


HOW TO FERTILIZE 


Fertilize with a non-acid forming fertilizer as Iris prefer a 
non-acid soil. Steamed bone meal for superphosphate may be 
used at the time of planting by mixing in a handful and work- 
ing well into the soil. If you prefer you may do this in the 
spring. A complete fertilizer such as Vigoro may be used and 
we suggest that you dust this around your plants. We do not 
recommend the use of barnyard manure unless it is well rotted 
and thoroughly worked into the soil before planting time. Be 
sure that the manure does not come into direct contact with 
the rhizome. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


All Iris tend to make clumps and to avoid a root bound con- 
dition they should be separated every three or four years. This 
should be done in mid-summer and as some varieties multiply 
very rapidly care should be taken in selecting those to be 
separated. 


IMPORTANT 


Do not be alarmed if some rhizomes in your shipment are 
larger than others as certain varieties tend to grow larger than 
others although the smaller plants are just as healthy.

COLCHICUM 
FLOWERING WITHOUT SOIL OR WATER 


A most interesting feat of Colchicums is their ability to flower 
from dry bulbs without soil or water. This makes them valuable 
novelty gifts for friends and most fascinating for shut-ins to 
watch develop. 


The flat based, clean bulbs may be set on a table, on the 
window sill or in a container where they will start flowering. 
As the blooms fade and drop, cut them off and others will fol- 
low in quick succession. 


In the dark the flowers and tubes come an attractive pure 
white. On the window sill with plenty of light they have their 
normal color—less color appearing the farther the ‘bulbs are 
from the light. The skins of the bulbs are dry and tough which 
often must be broken to allow the buds to appear. 


After flowering in the house, the bulbs should be planted in 
the garden at once. Bulbs planted outdoors late in the fall do 
not have as good a chance to recover as those planted out early. 


Colchicums are charming and interesting plants, hardy, per- 
sistent, and of easy culture. These great crocus-like flowers car- 
pet the ground in September and October without foliage, the 
foliage appearing early in the spring, usually lasting until July. 


In very warm climates partial shade is preferable, otherwise, 
they succeed best in an open sunny border. 


Plant Colchicums as soon as the bulbs are received. Good 
loamy soil is preferred with the tip of the long bulb placed | to 2 
inches under the surface.

You will find many rare and exciting daffodil varieties listed 
in the next few pages of this catalog. They are too good—we 
can’t seem to grow enough of them. Some are brand new vyarie- 
ties, never before listed in our catalog; others are more familiar 
names in heavy demand. 


We could never fill all the orders for these particular varieties 
if they were listed in our general catalog so we are offering 
them only to our customers receiving this catalog which has a 
smaller circulation. 


At grading time we will pick out a limited number of these 
scarce bulbs to fill orders; the rest will be replanted at once to 
increase our stock. Remember, all orders for the varieties in this 
list must reach us by July 15, 1950. 


Yes, now is the time to order from the pre-season catalog. 
These varieties positively will not be listed in our Daffodil cata- 
log this summer. Shipments will start in August and orders will 
be filled in rotation as received. 


You will notice that the varieties are listed according to the 
‘Revised System for Classification of Daffodils’ which became 
effective the first of the year. Details of the classification sys- 
tem will appear in the Fall 1950 daffodil catalog. 


The terms ‘’Narcissus’’ and ‘’Daffodil’’ are interchangeable; 
there exists a tendency to apply the name ‘’Daffodil’’ to the 
varieties in which the trumpet or crown is as long or longer than 
the petals (perianth); while the name ‘’Narcissus’’ is usually 
used for the varieties having small cups or crowns. Jonquils are 
also a type of Narcissus; they usually bear their flowers in clus- 
ters and have rush-like foliage. The name ‘’Narcissus’’ is correct 
for any or all of the different types. 


A FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR 
GROWING DAFFODILS 


They will thrive in any well drained garden soil. Prepare the 
soil deeply, 12 inches or more is best. Plant at least 6 inches 
deep, extra large bulbs are better planted 7 or 8 inches deep. 
(Some varieties make larger bulbs than others.) No manure 
should come in contact with the bulb. If the soil needs fertility, 
use bone meal at the rate of one-fifth pound to the square yard. 
This should be thoroughly mixed with the soil under the bulb. 


A mulch of straw or leaves will be beneficial in very severe 
climates. If the mulch is applied after the first freeze, it will 
prevent thawing and heaving. 


DIGGING Daffodils are best dug and separated every two or 
three years in the garden; when used for naturalizing in grass or 
wooded places they may be left undisturbed for years. Bulbs 
should be dug when the foliage turns yellow and lays flat on 
the ground, it need not be completely dry. After digging they 
may be planted at once, or spread out to dry in a cool ventilated 
place and planted any time until fall. Never dig in the fall; to do 
sO may cause them to skip one year’s bloom; should they bloom, 
flowers will be few and small.
